Postal Receipts ; 
Greater This Year 


Postal receipts reflect the 
growth or decline of any town, 
says Belle Glade Postmaster 
George Farnall; and there is no 
doubt about which of the two 
conditions describes Belle Glade. 
Postmaster Farnall this week 
reports that reecipts for the first 
quarter of 1952 held their own 
with the previous quarter, Oc- 
tober-December of 1951, — al- 
though normally a post-Christ- 
|mas slump might have been ex- 
pected at the beginning of the 
year... while the quarter just 
ended on June 30 is well above 
the same period for last year. 
‘Total receipts for 1951 (that's, 
|trom stamp sales, box rents, per- 
mit mail, newspapers, etc.) were 
$37,244.81, or almost four times 
as great as in 1939, the first 
year of Mr. Farnall’s service 
here. At the same time, money 
order and postal savings ac- 
counts went up too.
